T may be speaking out of turn here, 
A and our Librarian may have a 
good reason for not doing so, but I 
was wondering if it wouldn’t be pos- 
sible to place the current magazines 
the school receives on file in some 
part of the library rooms where they 
would be readily available to a stu- 
dent who might care to "browse 
eronnd” for a few moments. It ia 
trne that the magazines are et our 
dlapoeal, but at times one doeen’t ex- 
actly know what he would really like 
to read, and it becomes annoying 
both for the assistant on duty and 
the student himself to have to ask 
for the various periodicals in ordar 
to see just what one would “like to 
read.” 

After all, there is noting like 
"brawling around" to get students in- 
terested in good literature, good ar- 
ticles, and so on. Often, when one 
“just picks up” a periodical to while 
away a few moments, one strikes 
some interesting and worthwhile ma- 
terial, which provokes eufficient In- 
terest to encourage following the ma- 
terial at hand. 

Other universities place their peri- 
odicals in easily available stacks, and 
have noted that thsre was more read- 
ing of current works than in those 
libraries where one had to aak fo r a 
specific volume before getting it. 
It’s real fun to browse and I hope 
the library will be able to arrange 
it so that it ia really "brawling” and 
not hard-labor. 


With these questions in mind, we 
approached Mr. William Moore Lo- 
man, lacturer in psychology and per- 
sonnel director of one of Washing- 
ton's largest department i tores. 

“Mr. Loman," we queried, “ia It 
true that many dapartment store 
heads are not nniveraity graduates? 
And, if so, what chance dost a grad- 
uate have of becoming en executive 
In that field T” 

“Yes, there are many executive* 
who no have no unlvereity training,” 
was the reply, “but that does not 
mean that university graduates are 
not wanted. In fact, today thera is a 
better opportunity for unlvereity- 
t rained men end women in the de- 
partment store than ever before.” 
Speaking at eome length on the 
subject, Mr. Loman informed ns that 
an executive ia one “who ia qualified 
to administer the affairs of a busi- 
ness, and collatarally it might ba said 
that executive training ia tha plan- 
ned effort to augment the number of 
people in an organisation who might 
reasonably be entrusted with the op- 
eration of a business enterprise be- 
cause a definite period of training 
has equipped them to carry out their 
trusts, or opportunities, or joba suc- 
cessfully.” 

But there still remained this ques- 
tion of "self-made” department store 
heeds to contend with. How did they 
feel about university men and women 
in business? 

“You muet remember that there 
are several types of self-made men,” 
Mr. Loman told ua, “There are those 
who have acquired a comprehensive 
education, informally outaide the 
classroom; and there are those exec- 
utives whose entire claim to ability 
in the administration of a bualnese 
is personal experience.” 

For the latter, there is no place 
in the retail store today. The new 
technique of department store opera- 
tion has forced the owners to look be- 
yond the ranks of “trusted, kindly 
old to tile possessing years of expe- 
rience to men and women equipped 
to handle a greater variety of prob- 
lems then can ba comprehended by 
employees who are Solely produets'of 
the experience method of develop- 
ment." 

We directed Mr. Loman’s attention 
then to the fact that, if the need for 
college-trained executives and col- 
lege training la to Important, it 
seemed curious that department 
stores have in their employ compara- 
tively so few college-trained em- 
ployees. 

“Not curious at all,” he said. 
“Than are several reasons. First, de- 
partment store heads have not pub- 
licised the opportunities of their 
field among university graduates as 
have factors in other industries. And 
too, among university undergradu- 
ates than still prevail! a disdain

old-established department stores be- i 
cause they continue to earn generous 
profits, “not because ot their archaic 
methods but in spite of them.” 

“In recognition of many progres- 
sive department store heads who are 
not themaelves university graduates, 
it should be noted that they number 
many of the moat distinguished lead- 
ers in the movement for more science 
in business," Mr. Loman Informa us. 

Bringing the discussion to a con- 
clusion, we asked Mr. Loman point 
blank: \ , 

“What positions are there for the 
unlvereity graduate in (he retail 
store 7 And, is the old-fashioned 
owner sufficiently outnumbered by 
the ‘more science In buelnees’ pro- 
ponent to really furnish a market for 
university graduates in the depart- 
ment store field?” 

Replying to the first part of our 
question, Mr. Loman took, as an ex- 
ample of positions open to graduates, 
one division of the department store, 
saying that “here, alone, there Is 
need for personnel directors, assist- 
ed by psychologists, pedagogues, 
vocational guidance experts, and 
planning experts. And we haven’t 
mentioned several other large de- 
partments requiring a generous quo- 
ta of specially trained ability which, 
for a large part, can only be found 
ip university-trained men and wom- 
en.” 

Considering the old-fashioned own- 
er versus the modern, Mr. Loman 
said theee “eelf-trained men (not 
eelf-made) are often more aympa- 
thettc to the approach' and problems 
of readjustment of the recent college 
graduates entering their business 
than an many junior executives who 
are themselves university gradu- 
ates.” The old-fashioned man is 
rapidly dropping out of the picture, 
we an told. Ownen are rapidly sub- 
stituting comprehension for appre- 
hension, science for rule-of-thumb, 
facts for hunch, msrkst survey for 
manufacturers advice, price lining 
for price conjecture, and poaitive in- 
crease of sales through exploitation 
of fashion for negative development 
of eales volume by extravagant valu- 
ation and good-will dissipating spe- 
cial Bales. 

All this nscessitatee the services of 
university-tnined executives; so 
much so that Mr. Loman, rather than 
attempt to convince us that univer- 
sity men can find employment in the 
department store fitlij, took for 
granted we understood thie and clos- 
ed the interview by saying; 

“It would be difficult to match the 
modern department store with any 
commercial enterprise offering prob- 
lems ae varied and aa complicated, 
and work aa interesting; and, laat 
but not laaat, work aa profitable is 
that work which trained executives 
are doing now and work which batter 
trained executive* wil do even more 
efficiently in the future.

Alumnus Arrives in Africa to 
Prepare for Irrigation 
of Sudan 

Thomas Baldwin, a graduate of the 
Engineering School, arrived in Abys- 
ainia last week to prepare for an engi- 
neering project which will begin soon, 
a statement from Dr. Charles E. Bald- 
win, his father, revealed today. 

Baldwin, employed by the G. C. White 
Engineering Company, sailed from 
New York on August 21. With fre- 
quent stop-overs at such ports as Mar- 
seilles, Naples, Alexandria, and Cairo, 
the engineers finally arrived at Adis 
Abbeba, capital of Abyssinia. The out- 
fit plans to make Adis Abbeba head- 
quarters throughout the period of con- 
struction. 

Hired by the African authorities to 
contract a reservoir at Lake Tsana 
which will enable them to irrigate the 
entire Sudan, the group must first 
erect a highway between Adib Abbeba 
and Lake Tsana.
